Find Body Of Missing

A new "American tragedy" murder 
mystery confronted police here to- 
day as a result of the discovery in 
a shallow sand-lot grave of the bru- 
tally budgeoned body of 19 year old 
Anna Cardile of Pleasantville. . 


The girl, who was anticipating 


motherhood, according to physicians, 
disappeared from her home October 
3. Her body, the head crushed by 
numerous blows of a heavy weapon, 
was found buried in a crudely-dug 
grave on a vacant lot in West At- 


[ lantic City. The gruesome discovery 
was • made yesterday afternoon by 
two small boys ab play in the lot. 


For many hours after it had been 


removed from its shallow interment 
the body lay unidentified in the 
county morgue. 
Finally, late last 


night, a sister, Mrs. Mary Ellsworth, 
identified the victim.

edonian Comitadjis. 


Was Terrorist 


Georgieff, it was learned, was ex- 


pelled from Yugoslavia for his ter- 
roristic activities and 'stati o n e d 
himself at the Emigre camp at 
Yanka Pustka, Hungary, in 1932. 


The Hungarian g o v e r n m e n t 


claims the camp was dissolved in 
April of this year, but charges the 
terrorist'Citadel was financed and 
supported by Hungary continued to 
be aired in the Yugoslav press. 


"The very fact the Hungarian 


government admits the terrorist 
camp still existed in April of this 
year is adequate proof of Hungary's 
guilt," a government 
spokesman 


said. 


The Yugoslavian government also 


claims to have proof that Yankn 
Pustka was not dissolved in April, 
merely being transferred to Gross- 
Kamisa as a result of a typhoid epi- 
demic.

feet down a pitch-dark shaft. 


While their women folk outside 


fought guards around the pit-head, 
barring them from joining and dying 
with the miners, there was no sign 
that the mine operators would cap- 
itulate and give the men the $1.50 a 
week wage increase they demand. 


Entombed Four Days 


Entombed for four days, the min- 


ers were believed today to have'only 
a few hours more to live. They are 
understood to have finally "carried 
out their threat to turn off the ven- 
tilating machinery and shut off the 
water supply. Without 
fresh 
air, 


they could not last the day, it is be- 
lieved. 


Five trade union officials, sent by 


Premier Julius Gomboes to nego- 
tiate with the miners, face death 
with them, for the strikers held tlie 
emissaries as.hostages. 
. The minister of the interior was 
rushed:to the mine in an attempt to 
free the five prisoners. 
. The miners are dying in protest 
against the part-time system which 
the owners say was forced by econ- 
omic conditions. The men demanded 
enough work so that 'they could earn 
$3.50 a week. The Danube Steam 
Navigation Co., however, said that 
it even now has 15,000 carloads of 
coal on its hands that ic cannot sell, 
so it -would be a dead loss to mine 
any more coal.

of Judge Ralph H. Smith, Pinchot 
leader in Allegheny county and 
manager there of the governors 
primary campaign for the Republi­ 
can senatorial nomination, that he 
will support the Democratic ticket. 
The governor’s latest blast at 
Earle followed a statement by his 
secretary Duncan McCallum, in 
Ridgway last Friday night that 
Earle sought his support for the 
Democratic ticket and offered him 
a political reward In return. 
Governor Pinchot assailed Earle 
for denying the statement of his 
wife, Mrs. Cornelia Bryce Pinchot, 
that during a visit at their home in 
Milford the Democratic gubernator­ 
ial candidate offered her a senator­ 
ial appointment for the executive 
in return for Pinchot support of the 
Democratic campaign. 
“When a man sinks so low that 
he will deliberately and cold-blood­ 
edly lie about what took place in a 
house in which he was a guest he 
has hit bottom,” the governor said. 
“It was, therefore, to be expected 
that Earle, who lied in telling what 
did not happen at Milford, should 
now lie in denying what did happen. 
“Mrs. Pinchot’s careful and ac­ 
curate account of Earle’s offer to 
buy our political support with an 
appointment to the United States 
senate is entirely convincing and 
needs no corroborating. It is, how­ 
ever, supported by Mr. McCallum’s 
equally careful and accurate state­ 
ment of Earle’s offer and promise 
to him. 
“As it happens, Mr. McCallum is 
not the only one in my cabinet 
whose support Earle sought to buy 
up by the promise of a valuable 
c o n s i d e ration.

Peter's life, because he is of royal blood, was not destined 


to contain the ordinary type of happiness in store for the ave- 
rage youth of ioday. 
Since his birth he has been subjected to 


ihe. mandates of age-old traditions and royal customs. 
His 


every act has been well considered, carefully planned and done 
in a specified manner. He has been trained in the discipline of 
to soldier and.a leader. 


Had Peter's father not been assassinated at Marseille the 


other day, the youth would have continued to, develop in the 
wholesome atmosphere of English life and to have obtained, at 
least, the normal happiness he enjoyed there. But now his boy- 
hood has been nipped at an early stage. He is no longer care- 
free and boyish. 
He has become a man—a king. 


Too frequently we would envy the riches and power of^a 


monarch. 
Beyond the surface of royal life,we find consider- 


able unhappiness, considerable self-denial and personal sacri- 
fice for the benefit of a nation and its people. 
Little Peter is 


no longer an individual, seeking the normal pleasures of life. 
He is the figure-head of government. 
He must conduct him- 


self in the interests of his people and submerge his own pleas- 
ures for the well-being of Yugoslavia.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—President 


Roosevelt evidently Is trying to off- 
set Inflationist-demands from con- 
rress next January. The word Is 
hat he will reduce the gold con- 
tent of the dollar still further In 
order 
to 
"raise 
prices"—chiefly 


Agricultural prices. 


Two things, 
however, will 
be 


against the president: 


1.'Price reaction. 
2. The makeup of congress. 
First, commodity prices do not re- 


main up under mere "shots In the 
arm" via the inflation "tonic". If 
next summer brings an even less 
than normal grain crop, world prices 
will decline. The American wheat 
price even now is pegged above the 
world price—not a healthful proced- 
ure. 
Commodity prices unfortun- 


ately drop prior to the cost of man- 
ufactured articles during inflation 
reactions. 
Thus, the agriculturist, 


to save himself, will demand more 
and more "tonic." 


Secondly, the incoming congress 


will not be satisfied 
with 
"mere" 


dollar devaluation. It will not take 
that into consideration, nor the in- 
flationary 
processes of an unbal- 


anced budget nor huge expenditures 
nor the expansion of credit. The 
incoming congress will consider it- 
self to have a mandate to go "be- 
yond Roosevelt". 


Prior to the end of 1935, conserva- 


tives may be fleeing to Roosevelt 
for "protection" from the "wild- 
eyed radicals".* * * 
BANK PAYOFF 


NOT should it be believed that a 


federal 
payoff 
for 
depositors in 


closed banks has been forgotten. 
That group of citizenry believes 


the Roosevelt administration 
"be- 


trayed" it at the last session of 
congress. 
It considers the Rooseveltian ar- 


guments against a payoff as spe- 
cious. 
The president was reputed to have 
said last spring that persons who 
Investeed In a business would not 
expect the government 
to make 


good their losses. 
The' depositors contend that a 


bank is not a business, but a quasi- 
public institution supervised either 
by federal or state government. 


The largest banks to fail—In De- 


troit, Cleveland, 
Akron—all were 


federal reserve banks. What Is the 
public to understand "federal re- 
serve" to mean? That Is the ques- 
tion ruined depositors ask. 


Now a depositor—a business man, 


we shall say—not only has lost his 
working capital, but Is unable to ob- 
tain credit, to boot, for his business. 


In Cleveland, worst hit of all the 


bank failure cities, deposits have 
RISEN $68,000,000 so far this year, 
but loans have DECREASED $33.- 
000,000. 


In brief, deflation still continues 


where reflation is needed the most. 


The bank payoff group may sug- 


gest that the government national- 
ize the banks and credit—and at 
least supply credit to the depositor 
whose money remains frozen. 


The RFC has not relaxed Its rules 


in lending money for payoffs. It de- 
mands good security—but securities 
In cities where deposits and credit 
are frozen cannot possibly rise in 
value.

much concerning this from con- 
gress.

Pope Gregory XIII, ten days were 
suppressed to correct errors in the 
Julian method of intercalation and 
adjust the periods between Januar> 
first and the Solstices In the new 
calendar.

gorlnn calendar, but Gregory die 
not Invent It. It was the result o 
the calculation of one Aloyslus Llllus 
an astronomer and physician of Nti 
Dlea.

ITTLE Peter KarageorKe, who became King of Yugoslavia 


upon the assassination of his father, was called upon over 
night to give up the simple wholesome life of an English school 
boy and assume the responsibilities and burdensome routine of a 


European monarch. 
Peter’s life, because he is of royal blood, was not destined 
to contain the ordinary type of happiness in store for the ave­ 
rage youth of today. 
Since his birth he has been subjected to 
the; mandates of age-old traditions and royal customs. 
His 
every act has been well considered, carefully planned and done 
in a specified manner. He has been trained in the discipline of 


r soldier and a leader. 
Had Peter’s father not been assassinated at Marseille the 
other day, the youth would have continued to develop in the 
wholesome atmosphere of English life and to have obtained, at 
least, the normal happiness he enjoyed there. 
But now his boy­ 
hood has been nipped at an early stage. 
He is no longer care­ 


free and boyish. 
He has become a man— a king. 
Too frequently we would envy the riches and power of a 
monarch. 
Beyond the surface of royal life we find consider­ 
able unhappiness, considerable self-denial and personal sacri­ 
fice for the benefit of a nation and its people. 
Little Peter is 
no longer an individual, seeking the normal pleasures of life. 
He is the figure-head of government. 
He must conduct him­ 
self in the interests of his people and submerge his own pleas­ 
ures for the well-being of Yugoslavia. 
We cannot envy any monarch— prisoners that they are 
within their own castles. 
But we pity the unfortunate youth 
w ho must now forego his school life and become King of Yugo­ 


slavia. 
Yugoslavia is a turbulent land set down in a troublous and 
incalculable situation. 
Of eight kings since Serbia won her in­ 
dependence from Turkey in 1804, three were assassinated, one 
was driven from his throne by revolt, another was forced to 
abdicate and only three died natural deaths upon their thrones. 
The 1 1-year-old boy, who now becomes king of this land, 
is one of the most pathetic figures.in modern history.

Commodity Price Level Is Obstacle 
Frozen Bank Deposits Still Issue

set inflationist demands from con­ 
gress next January. 
The word is j

prices”—chiefly 
Agricultural prices. 
Two 
things, 
however, 
will 
be 
against the president: 
1. Price reaction. 
2. The makeup of congress. 
First, commodity prices do not re­ 
main up under mere “shots in the 
arm ” via the inflation “tonic”. 
If 
next summer brings an even less 
than normal grain crop, world prices 
will decline. 
The American wheat 
price even now is pegged above the 
world price—not a healthful proced­ 
ure. 
Commodity prices unfortun­ 
ately drop prior to the cost of m an­ 
ufactured articles during inflation 
reactions. 
Thus, the agriculturist,; 
to save himself, will demand more 
and more “tonic.” 
Secondly, the incoming congress 
will not be satisfied 
with 
“mere” 
dollar devaluation. It will not take 
that into consideration, nor the in­ 
flationary 
processes 
of an unbal­ 
anced budget nor huge expenditures 
nor the expansion of credit. 
The 
incoming congress will consider it­ 
self to have a mandate to go “be­ 
yond Roosevelt”. 
Prior to the end of 1935, conserva- j 
tives may be fleeing to Roosevelt j 
for “protection” from the 
“wild­ 
eyed radicals”.* 
* 
* 
BANK PAYOFF 
Nor should it be believed that a 


federal 
payoff 
for 
depositors in 
closed banks has been forgotten. 
T hat group of citizenry believes 
the Roosevelt administration “be­ 
trayed” it at the last session of 
congress. 
It considers the Rooseveltian ar­ 
guments against a payoff as spe­ 
cious. 
The president was reputed to have 
said last spring that persons who 
investeed in a business would not 
expect the government 
to 
make 
good their losses. 
The 
depositors 
contend that a 
bank is not a business, but a quasi- 
public institution supervised either 
by federal or state government. 
The largest banks to fail—in De­ 
troit, 
Cleveland, 
Akron—all were 
federal reserve banks. W hat is the 
public to understand “federal re­ 
serve” to mean? That is the ques­ 
tion ruined depositors ask. 
Now a depositor—a business man. 
we shall say—not only has lost hi-* 
working capital, but is unable to ob­ 
tain credit, to boot, for his business. 
In Cleveland, worst hit of all the 
bank failure cities, deposits have 
RISEN $68.000,000 so far this year, 
but loans have DECREASED $33 - 
000,000. 
In brief, deflation still continues 
where reflation is needed the most. 
The bank payoff group may sug­ 
gest that the government national­ 
ize the banks and credit—and at 
least supply credit to the depositor 
whose money remains frozen. 
The RFC has not relaxed its rules 
in lending money for payoffs. It de­ 
mands good security—but securities 
in cities where deposits and credit 
are frozen cannot possibly rise in 
value.

much concerning this from con­ 
gress.

"The ways and means to be used 


for carrying out this objective are 
left within the discretion 
of

executive but the course must be 
consistent with the achievement of 
that objective,"LHull said.

The Chinese Communication, dated 


Oct 2 stated American cooperation 
to prevent a further rise in silver 
prices and to maintain stability was 
"particularly vital to China." 
It explained the rise in silver "dis- 


courages" the export of commodities 
and thereby impairs China's pur- 
chasing power for imports.
